ence on Monday afternoon, 
“we could think of no name 
more appropriate than the is¬ 
land’s premier scientist who 
has been an inspiration to us all 
during his nearly 20 year ca¬ 
reer with NASA-Dr. Edward 
Cheung.” 

Dr. Cheung, who earned his 
PhD in Electrical Engineering 
specializing in Robotics from 
Yale University with a scholar¬ 
ship funded by Phillips and 
NASA, has been with the 
space program since 1991, and 
served as Principal Engineer of 
the Hubble Space Telescope 
Service Project through the 
final mission to the telescope 
in 2009. He was also on duty 
and widely seen and heard 
commenting on the final 


manned flight of the Atlantis as 
his team had innovative new 
equipment onboard related to 
the new work he will be doing 
for NASA, implementing a 
program of repairing and refu¬ 
eling satellites in space deploy¬ 
ing robotics, and thus doubling 
their life span. 

Dr. Cheung was present for 
the announcement via Skype, 
and could only respond “I am 
honored beyond words by this 
announcement. When the 
Prime Minister called me, I 
thought it was to invite me to 
the opening, to be told they de¬ 
cided to name the building 
after me has simply blown me 
away.”

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican presidential hopeful 
Rick Perry unveiled the center 
yesterday, proposing flat 20 
percent income and corporate 
tax rates which he said would 
"unleash j ob creation." 

Pinning his political fate to 
cherished conservative policies 
of low taxes, compulsory ba¬ 
lanced budgets and dramatic 
cuts to government spending, 
Perry vowed to end "the fe¬ 
deral nanny state’s heavy- 
handed regulations." 

Perry said individual taxpay¬ 
ers should be able to choose be¬ 
tween their current income tax 
rate or a flat tax rate of 20 per¬ 
cent. 

"You can continue to pay 
taxes, as well as accountants 
and lawyers under the current 
system, or, you can file your 
taxes on a postcard," he said 
waving a slip of paper repre¬ 
senting a simplified tax return. 

Perry also proposed compa¬ 
nies pay a compulsory flat 20 
percent rate, 15 percentage 
points lower than the current 
nominal rate. In addition firms 
would no longer be taxed on 
income earned abroad, while 
capital-gains tax, dividends tax 
and inheritance taxes would 
also be scraped. 



"In exchange for a corpo¬ 
rate tax free of carve-outs and 
exclusions, I offer a much 
lower rate of 20 percent that 
represents the average corpo¬ 
rate rate among the developed 
nations," Perry said. "We will 
shut down the cottage industry 
of corporate tax evasion by 
creating a tax that is broad, fair 
and low." 

With Perry trailing in the 
race to become the Republican 
presidential nominee, the Texan 
will hope his plan flrms-up his 
policy-making credentials and 
lends his campaign a tone of 
authority. But his announce¬ 
ment is just the latest shot in a 
battle among candidates to con¬ 
vince American voters they 
have the answers to the coun¬ 
try's economic malaise. 

Many Republican candi¬ 
dates have opted for a flat tax, 
which could spell substantial 


cuts for the richest Americans. 
Conservatives argue reduced 
taxes free up capital for invest¬ 
ment and so benefit the 
broader economy. 

Perry, currently Texas gov¬ 
ernor, insisted Americans 
would use the extra cash to in¬ 
vest in business as he warned 
government departments to ex¬ 
pect tougher times ahead. 

The shortfalls in government 
spending would be offset by 
cuts, with the Departments of 
Energy, Education and at the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
singled out by name. Defense 
spending would not be cut. 

Perry said his reforms 
would balance the budget by 
2020 and would change the 
constitution to introduce a 
clause meaning the govern¬ 
ment cannot spend more than 
it earns. The level would be set 
at 18 percent of gross domestic 
product, down from around 30 
percent today, according to fig¬ 
ures from the conservative 
Heritage Foundation. 

Perry also proposed sweep¬ 
ing away many of the reforms 
made by President Barack 
Obama, including Wall Street 
reform. "It is time to review 
and scrap regulations that harm 
jobs and growth," he said.

Though residing in Baltimore 
with his family, close to God¬ 
dard Space Center for almost 2 
decades, Ed has always kept 
his home island close to his 
heart, and been very aware that 
by his success, he could inspire 
island youth to continue their 
education and “reach for the 
stars.” It was in his mind when 
he and his team had faced an 
emergency with the HST cool¬ 
ing system that threatened to 
end the telescope project in 
2002, and they devised what 
he named ASCS/NCS Relay 


Unit Breaker Assembly, or 
ARUBA box, which the world 
watched launched into space. 

Since losing his father, Dr. 
Cheung reports he became par¬ 
ticularly aware of his responsi¬ 
bility to encourage islanders to 
aspire to “be the best they can 
be,” as it was his father’s phi¬ 
losophy that an education is in¬ 
valuable to success in life, 
“and the one thing they can 
never take away from you.” It 
prompted Ed to punctuate his 
regular visits to the island to 
visit family with entertaining 


and informative lectures about 
the space program, which he 
did for no charge; on each oc¬ 
casion the halls were overflow¬ 
ing with fascinated audiences. 

In 2010, Dr. Cheung was 
the recipient of Order of the 
Netherlands Lion, the highest 
decoration that can be awarded 
to a civilian within the Dutch 
hierarchy. His entire family, 
wife Agnes, and children 
Stephanie and Christopher, 
were on island with him when 
Governor Fredis Refunjol per¬ 
formed the decoration cere¬ 
mony, and he does lament they 
cannot be with him to share the 
momentous occasion of the 
opening of the Dr. Ed Cheung 
Center for Research and De¬ 
velopment of Renewal Energy. 
Andris Piebalgs, since Febru¬ 
ary 2010 European Commis¬ 
sioner for Development, will 
be present at the event, which 
is scheduled for tomorrow af¬ 
ternoon at 5 RM.

Aruba Ports Authority reports fantastic cruise results for 
September 2011 



ORANJESTAD - Up to Sep¬ 
tember 2011 a whopping total 
of 9.7% more visitors were 
registered at theAruba Ports 
Authority compared to the 
same period (January to Sep¬ 


tember) in September 
2010! A total of 
392,959 visitors arrived 
at our wharf in 2011, 
compared to 358,356 
visitors in 2010. This is 
a difference of 34,603 
visitors. 

Aruba Ports Author¬ 
ity (APA) received a total of 
224 calls up to September 
2011. This is 29 more calls 
than in the same period during 
2010. This increase is on ac¬ 
count of the subtantial increase 


of cruise ships that called on 
Aruba in the month of March 
of this year. 

The cruise ships also 
brought more crew with them. 
In 2010 there were a total of 
144,773 crew members on 
board up to September. Where 
as up to September 2011 there 
were 163,658 crew members 
registered. This is an increase 
of 13% in the amount of crew 
members on these cruise ships 
that visited Aruba. 

While 2011 indicates a 


beautiful sign of recovery, the 
Cruise Line IntemationalAsso- 
ciation (CLIA) and her 25 
cruise lines and members have 
indicated that the cruise line 
industry will continue to ex¬ 
pand. 

86% of the agents and 
members of CLIA had ex¬ 
pected an increase at the end of 
2010, which assured us that 
our "wave-season" (January to 
March) would be very good 
months. Aruba did indeed ex¬ 
pect this when we exceeded 


100,000 visitors in the month 
of March. 

In 2010 CLIA registered a 
103% in the level of occu¬ 
pancy of all ship operations. 
These ships carried a total of 
15 million passengers which 
included 11.1 million Ameri- 
caans. They envision that by 
the end of 2011 there will be a 
worldwide increase of 6.6% 
with 16 million people having 
gone on a cruise. They esti¬ 
mate that 73% of this number 
will be Americans.

Triple rescue joy for Turkish family 
after quake 


Jackson claimed propofol 
drip was safe, nurse tells 


ERCIS (AFP) - Rescuers 
plucked a two-week-old baby 
girl, her mother and grand¬ 
mother from the rubble of 
Turkey’s devastating earth¬ 
quake yesterday, sparking 
scenes of joy that electrified 
search efforts. 

As the death toll reached 
432 and the Red Crescent 
warned that hundreds or even 
thousands of people remained 
buried under the debris from 
Sunday’s quake, the triple res¬ 
cue provided vital relief joy 
amid the otherwise grim task. 

Later yesterday, rescuers 
managed to save a 10-year-old 
boy from the wreckage of his 
house in the city center of Van, 
more than 54 hours of the 
quake hit. 

Emergency teams also ear¬ 
lier pulled a pregnant woman 
and her two children alive 
from the rubble in Ercis as they 
laboured through the night 
under search lights with the 
help of sniffer dogs. 

"Hundreds, possibly thou¬ 
sands of people are still 
trapped under the rubble," said 
Jessica Sallabank, a spokes¬ 
woman for the International 
Federation of Red Cross and 


Red Crescent Societies 
(IFRC). 

The IFRC said that 2,256 
buildings — mostly apartments 
— were destroyed during the 
quake which struck on Sunday 
afternoon with its epicentre in 
the eastern province of Van. 

An update from the prime 
minister's office put the death 
toll at 432, adding that more 
than 1,352 people had been in¬ 
jured. 

The population of the re¬ 
gion is mainly Kurdish and the 
quake came amid a major 
army operation targeting the 
separatist PKK militia in re¬ 
sponse to a series of deadly at¬ 
tacks. 

In a sign of the simmering 
ethnic tensions, dozens of res¬ 
idents of the provincial capital 
Van hurled stones at journalists 
and police yesterday after a 
well-known television presen¬ 
ter criticised Kurds' appeals for 
help. 

Police used pepper gas to 
disperse the angry crowd, but 
there were complaints among 
survivors in other areas that 
soldiers whose barracks had 
been damaged were being 
given priority in the aid effort. 


Residents meanwhile spent 
a second night outside in freez¬ 
ing temperatures. 

With night-time tempera¬ 
tures expected to dip to two de¬ 
grees Celsius (36 Fahrenheit) 
and snow forecast for Wednes¬ 
day, residents took shelter any¬ 
where they could — some in 
cars or tents and others under 
just a blanket. 

The football pitch in Ercis 
has been transformed into a sea 
of tents set up by the Red Cres¬ 
cent as the stadium serves as a 
makeshift field hospital. About 
1,500 units of blood have been 
sent to the region. 

The government said search 
and rescue teams from 45 
cities and more than 200 am¬ 
bulances were deployed across 
the disaster-struck area. 


BANGKOK (AFP) 
Bangkok's second airport shut 
down yesterday as floodwaters 
advanced into the Thai capital, 
forcing authorities in "crisis 
mode" to declare a five-day 
public holiday in preparation 
for the deluge. 

The cabinet ordered an Oc¬ 
tober 27-31 holiday for 
Bangkok and 20 other pro¬ 
vinces affected by the king¬ 
dom's worst flooding in 
decades, amid warnings a high 
tide would surge up the capi¬ 
tal's main river and escalate the 
disaster. 

"The government has 
switched to a crisis mode as a 
massive run-off will arrive in 
the capital on October 26, co¬ 
inciding with a high tide on 
October 28," the Flood Relief 
Operations Centre (FROC) 
said in a statement. 

In a televised address to the 
kingdom late yesterday, Prime 
Minister Yingluck Shinawatra 
gave a stark prediction of the 
potential impact of the flood¬ 
ing, saying the water was "at 
full force, which is more than 
the barriers can hold". 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Michael Jackson begged to be 
given a propofol drip to help 
him sleep two months before 
he died, saying medics had as¬ 
sured him it was safe, a nurse 
told his doctor's manslaughter 
trial yesterday. 

The King of Pop told nurse 
Cherilyn Lee, a holistic expert, 
that doctors had told him he 
could take the drug — a surgi¬ 
cal anesthetic — intravenously 
as long as he was monitored. 

The singer's doctor Conrad 
Murray is on trial for involun¬ 
tary manslaughter for allegedly 
giving Jackson a cocktail of 
drugs including propofol on 
June 25, 2009, to help him 
sleep, but abandoning him at 
the crucial moment. 

Lee told how she went to 


She said it was "highly 
likely" that all of Bangkok, in¬ 
cluding the inner zone, would 
flood, with a "worst case sce¬ 
nario" seeing water levels of 
up to 1.5 meters in some parts. 

Her cabinet decided on the 
extra-long weekend at a meet¬ 
ing in Don Mueang airport in 
the city's north, which handles 
domestic flights and has been 
doubling as an evacuee shelter 
and a headquarters for flood 
relief operations. 

But as the waters that have 
already flooded several north¬ 
ern and eastern districts of 
Bangkok closed in, airport of¬ 
ficials announced the two run¬ 
ways would shut until 


Jackson's home on April 19, 
when the singer asked her to 
treat him with propofol by in¬ 
travenous (IV) drip because 
other treatments were not 
working. 

"He told me, 'Doctors have 
told me that it's safe, I just need 
to be monitored'," she told the 
Los Angeles Superior Court. 

"'I just need somebody to 
come here, I will be safe ... as 
long as I am being monitored'," 
she quoted him as saying, 
adding that she refused to treat 
him with the drug, after learning 
that it was a surgical anesthetic. 

Murray, 58, told police that 
he had been treating Jackson 
with propofol via IV for two 
months, but had begun to wean 
him off of it three days before 
his death.

Bangkok in 'crisis mode' as floods advance 
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Kadhafi son 
Seif al-Islam 
near Niger 
border 

NIAMEY (AFP) - Former 
Libyan leader Moamer Kad- 
hafi’s son and onetime heir ap¬ 
parent Seif al-Islam was 
reported yesterday poised to 
cross into Niger along with his 
father’s ex-intelligence chief, a 
Tuareg official said. 

The two are the top most 
wanted fugitives from the slain 
despot's ousted circle, who are 
wanted by the International 
Criminal Court and had been 
widely expected to seek refuge 
in Niger following Kadhafi's 
death last week. 

Libya's southern neighbour, 
which for years was one of the 
west African countries that 
benefited most from Kadhafi's 
largesse, is already sheltering 
dozens of former regime offi¬ 
cials, including another one of 
Kadhafi's sons. 

A local official from the 
northern Niger's Agadez re¬ 
gion told AFP on condition of 
anonymity said that Abdullah 
al-Senussi, a former intelli¬ 
gence chief and Kadhafi's 
brother-in-law, was also at the 
border with Niger. 

Meanwhile, in Misrata 
Moammar Kadhafi's body has 
been buried in secret after 
being displayed in public, in an 
ignominious end for Libya's 
longtime ruler. 

Kadhafi was buried on 
Monday night in a religious 
ceremony, along with another 
of his sons, Mutassim, and for¬ 
mer defence minister Abu 
Bakr Yunis Jaber. 

The burial took place at an 
unknown location,being kept 
secret to avoid the site turning 
into a rallying point for Kad¬ 
hafi supporters. 

Three Muslim religious fi¬ 
gures loyal to the ousted dicta¬ 
tor prayed and performed a 
religious ceremony before the 
burial, according to the mili¬ 
tary council member.

Vatican orders child abuse probe at 
British abbey 


LONDON (AFP) - The Vatican 
has ordered an investigation 
into allegations of sexual abuse 
at an abbey in London, the 
local diocese said yesterday. 

Certain monks and lay 
preachers at Ealing Abbey in 
west London have been linked 
to abuse dating from the 1960s 
to as recently as two years ago. 

The apostolic visitation of 
high-level figures in the 
Catholic Church in England 
follows abuse scandals that 


have rocked the Church in Ire¬ 
land, the United States, Ger¬ 
many and other countries in 
recent years. 

A spokesman for the dio¬ 
cese of Westminster told AFP: 
"There clearly are concerns in 
the Vatican about what may or 
may not have happened at Eal¬ 
ing Abbey, and this is a chance 
to establish what happened for 
themselves." 

In a statement, the diocese 
added: "The effective safe¬ 


guarding of children and vul¬ 
nerable adults is a priority for 
the Catholic Church, and Eal¬ 
ing Abbey's safeguarding poli¬ 
cies and procedures formed 
part of the remit of the Apos¬ 
tolic Visitation." 

The panel, which visited the 
abbey last month, is led by 
Bishop John Arnold, an auxi¬ 
liary Bishop of Westminster, 
and Father Richard Yeo, presi¬ 
dent of the English Benedic¬ 
tine Congregation. 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Union called on the 
United States yesterday to re¬ 
spect EU laws after US law¬ 
makers voted to prevent 
American airlines from fol¬ 
lowing Europe's carbon emis¬ 
sions rules.

boys get vaccinated against the 
human papillomavirus, a sexu¬ 
ally transmitted disease that 
can lead to cancer. 

All boys aged 11-12 should 
get the HPV vaccine, which is 
already approved for use in 
girls, said the recommenda¬ 
tions from the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention's 
Advisory Committee on Im¬ 
munization Practices (ACIP).

PARIS, France (AFP) - Re¬ 
searchers in the United States 
said on Tuesday they had 
found a "shocking" association 
— if only a statistical one — be¬ 
tween violence by teenagers 
and the amount of soda they 
drank. 

High-school students in 
inner-city Boston who con¬ 
sumed more than five cans of 
non-diet, fizzy soft drinks 
every week were between nine 
and 15-percent likelier to en¬ 
gage in an aggressive act com¬ 
pared with counterparts who 
drank less. 

"What we found was that 
there was a strong relationship 
between how many soft drinks 
that these inner-city kids con¬ 
sumed and how violent they 
were, not only in violence 
against peers but also violence 
in dating relationships, against 
siblings," said David Hemen- 
way, a professor at the Harvard 
School of Public Health. 

"It was shocking to us when 
we saw how clear the relation¬ 
ship was," he told AFP in an 
interview. 


But he stressed that only 
further work would confirm — 
or disprove — the key question 
whether higher consumption 
of sweet sodas caused violent 
behaviour. 

The new study was based 
on answers to questionnaires 
filled out by 1,878 public- 
school students aged 14 to 18 
in the inner Boston area, where 
Hemenway said crime rates 
were much higher than in the 
wealthier suburbs. 

What emerged from the 
study, said Hemenway, was ev¬ 
idence of "dose response," in 
other words, the more soda 
was consumed, the likelier the 
tendency towards violence. 

Among those who drank 
one or no cans of soft drink a 
week, 23 percent carried a gun 
or a knife; 15 percent perpe¬ 
trated violence towards a part¬ 
ner; and 35 percent had been 
violent towards peers. 

At the other end of the 
scale, among those who drank 
14 cans a week, 43 percent car¬ 
ried a gun or a knife; 27 per¬ 
cent had been violent towards 
a partner; and more than 58 
percent had been violent to¬ 
wards peers. 

Overall, teens who were 
heavy consumers of sugary 
fizz were between nine and 15 
percentage points likelier to 
show aggressive behaviour 
compared with low consumers, 
even when ethnicity and other 
confounding factors were 
taken into account. 

This is a magnitude similar 
to the link found, in previously 
researched, with alcohol or to¬ 
bacco.

NASA has been sending as¬ 
tronauts to the undersea lab 62 
feet (19 meters) down for 
weeks-long space training mis¬ 
sions since 2001, but the latest 
effort is a new push to get 
ready for an asteroid trip that 
President Barack Obama has 
said could happen by 2025.

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Global markets down, waiting for 
EU debt summit 


LONDON (AFP) - Global 
stock markets were lower in 
cautious trade yesterday as in¬ 
vestors waited in hope for a 
second EU summit to produce 
a long-awaited plan to solve 
the eurozone debt crisis. 

Dealers said there was little 
reason to trade aggressively 
given the often conflicting 
news leads as officials try to 
thrash out the details of what 
European leaders say should 
be a comprehensive solution to 
the problem. 

They said that outcome is 
far from certain, however, 
given the competing interests 
involved and the issues at stake 
— no less, for some, than the 
future of the whole eurozone 
project and the European 
Union. 

In London, the FTSE-100 
index of top companies closed 
down 0.41 percent at 5,525.54 
points. In Paris, the CAC-40 
lost 1.43 percent to 3,174.29 
points and in Frankfurt the 
DAX 30 slipped 0.14 percent 
to 6,046.75 points. 

Other European markets 
showed similar losses but 
Athens, a very heavy loser on 


Monday, bucked the trend, 
gaining 1.2 percent in a techni¬ 
cal bounce as investors kept a 
close eye on pre-summit wran¬ 
gling. 

In the foreign exchange 
market, the European single 
currency was lower at 
$1.3915, down from $1.3930 
in New York late Monday. 

In New York, the blue-chip 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
was down 1.03 percent at 
around 1600 GMT, with the 
tech-heavy Nasdaq Composite 
down 1.30 percent, in line with 
opening losses. 

Dealers said Europe's lea¬ 
ders appeared to be still strug¬ 
gling to reach agreement with 
banks over reducing Greece's 
debt burden and protecting 
Italy from any fallout, with in¬ 
vestors jittery and ready to 
move on any news lead. 

"From what is being re¬ 
ported in the press it is becom¬ 
ing obvious — the plan might 
work out and result in a sus¬ 
tainable improvement of the 
situation in the eurozone pe¬ 
ripheral countries," Com¬ 
merzbank analysts said in a 
note. "On the other hand, it 


cannot be excluded that it will 
go spectacularly wrong. Sink 
or swim," they added. 

"The EU will reveal, in all 
its full glory, the plan to re¬ 
solve southern Europe's debt 
crisis," said Mark Deans, deal¬ 
ing manager at London-based 
currency specialists Money- 
Corp. 

"Until then, those with cash 
to invest are inclined to bide 
their time," he added. "If EU 
leaders get it right, that cash 
will go into equities, com¬ 
modities and their related cur¬ 
rencies. If they get it wrong the 
money will go into ... safe- 
havens." 

Attention remains fixed on 
Europe, where Italy and Spain 
appear the next most likely 
victims of a crisis that many 
fear could spark a credit 
crunch and possibly another 
global meltdown if the prob¬ 
lem is not remedied. 

European leaders, who held 
talks on Sunday, appeared to 
make progress in their efforts 
to fix the continent's economic 
problems and put the final 
touches to a deal today. 


Hong Kong posts first export drop in 
two years 


Hong Kong's exports dropped 
in September, official data 
showed yesterday, the first de¬ 
cline in almost two years as the 
southern Chinese city feels the 
impact of a weakening global 
economy. 

For the first time since Oc¬ 
tober 2009, the city's ship¬ 
ments declined three percent 
year-on-year as shipments, in¬ 
cluding electronics and cloth¬ 
ing, slumped to markets in 
Asia and elsewhere. 

The total value of exports 
decreased to HK$271.8 billion 
($35 billion) from 2010, ac¬ 
cording to the Census and Sta¬ 
tistics Department, which 
described the export-driven 


city's trade prospects in the 
coming months as "bleak." 

The September decline re¬ 
versed August's 6.8 percent in¬ 
crease in shipments. 

"The main drags came from 
mainland China and the US 
markets, with the former re¬ 
lapsing to a decline and the lat¬ 
ter dipping for the fifth straight 
month," a government spokes¬ 
man said in a statement yester¬ 
day. 

"Exports to the European 
Union and other Asian markets 


also saw varying degrees of 
moderation, although those to 
Taiwan and Thailand continued 
to see double-digit growth." 

The spokesman added that 
"downside risks to the global 
economy have continued to in¬ 
crease amid the deepening eu¬ 
rozone sovereign debt crisis 
and the stalling recovery in the 
advanced economies. 

"Against this background, 
Hong Kong's export outlook in 
the coming months is bleak," 
he added. 


US consumer confidence 
slumps to recession lows 
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US consumer confidence sank 
in October to levels seen dur¬ 
ing the depths of the last reces¬ 
sion as Americans worried 
about the economy and high 
unemployment, a key survey 
showed yesterday. 

The Conference Board said 
its consumer confidence index 
stood at 39.8 in October, down 
sharply from 46.4 in Septem¬ 
ber, when it had improved 
slightly. 

"Consumer confidence is 
now back to levels last seen 
during the 2008-2009 reces¬ 
sion, said Lynn Franco, con¬ 


sumer research director of the 
Conference Board. 

"Consumer expectations, 
which had improved in Sep¬ 
tember, gave back all of the 
gain and then some, as con¬ 
cerns about business condi¬ 
tions, the labor market and 
income prospects increased." 

Consumers' assessment of 
present-day conditions als fell 
for the sixth consecutive 
month "as pessimism about the 
current economic environment 
continues to grow," Franco 
said.

BARCELONA (AFP) - 
Spanish film distributors cut

’’Desperate Housewives” ac¬ 
tress Eva Longoria from a 
movie, prompting a gay film 
festival to cancel its screen¬ 


ing in protest, the organiser 
said Monday.

”We received a statement 
from the distributor in Spain

”We are very angry that a 
distributor can modify the 
content of a film,” he added.

Jackson begged for sleep drip 
months before death 


Biography has Van 
Gogh filmmakers 
rethinking ending 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
producers of a new film 
about Vincent Van Gogh are 
rethinking its ending in the 
wake of a definitive biogra¬ 
phy that doubts the long-held 
belief that the Dutch painter 
took his own life. 

’’Van Gogh” would be the 
first English-language feature 
film about the giant of post- 
impressionism since ’’Lust 
for Life” in 1956, in which 
Kirk Douglas portrayed Van 
Gogh shooting himself while 
painting in a French wheat 
field. 

In their just-released ’’Van 
Gogh: The Life,” biographers 
Steven Naifeh and Gregory 
White Smith contend that the 
evidence points more to¬ 
wards Van Gogh being acci¬ 
dentally shot in a French 
village by teenagers playing 
with a gun. 

’’Due to this new develop¬ 
ment, as of now, the ending 
of our film is yet to be deter¬ 
mined,” the writer and pro¬ 
ducer of ’’Van Gogh,” Kira 
Madallo Sesay of Kalliope 
Films, told AFP in an email. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Michael Jackson feared he 
would not be able to perform a 
series of comeback shows, and 
begged for something stronger 
than sleeping pills two months 
before his death, a court heard 
Monday. 

The testimony came as 
lawyers for Jackson's doctor 
Conrad Murray launched a 
desperate counterattack, after 
four weeks of prosecution wit¬ 
nesses heavily implicating the 
medic in the King of Pop's 
2009 death. 

The defense has tried to 
portray Jackson as a desperate 
drug addict who could have 
taken his own life by inadver¬ 
tently giving himself an over¬ 
dose of the anesthetic propofol 


on June 25, 2009. 

Metzger said 50-year-old 
singer begged him to prescribe 
something he could take intra¬ 
venously to help him sleep. 
"He used the word 'juice' .. I 
don’t think he mentioned the 
word of a specific sleep med¬ 
ication,” said Metzger. 

"He did not believe any oral 
medicine would be helpful,” he 
added, insisting that he never 
gave him any intravenous 
drugs. 

Over the last four weeks 
prosecution witnesses have 
given a litany of evidence sug¬ 
gesting Murray, 58, adminis¬ 
tered a deadly cocktail of drugs 
to help the King of Pop sleep, 
and abandoned him at the vital 
moment.

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Tevez fined £1mln over 
Bayern furore 


Dominant India 
whitewash England 


LONDON (AFP) - Manches¬ 
ter City star Carlos Tevez was 
hit with a £1 million fine on 
Tuesday following the angry 
bust-up during the Champi¬ 
ons League clash with Bay¬ 
ern Munich, the Premier 
League club announced. 

A statement from City said 
Tevez — widely reported to 
be earning £250,000 per 
week — had been fined four 
weeks wages following his 
refusal to play during the 
club's 2-0 defeat at the Al¬ 
lianz Arena. 

The Argentinian interna¬ 
tional, who has not played for 
City since the bust-up, was 
also given a two-week sus¬ 
pension which has been 
deemed to have already been 
served and a written warning 
over his future conduct, the 
club said. 

City said in a statement 
Tevez had breached five reg¬ 


ulations including "an obliga¬ 
tion to participate in any 
matches in which the player 
is selected to play for the club 
when directed by a Club offi¬ 
cial." 

Furious City manager 
Roberto Mancini had accused 
Tevez of refusing to appear as 
a substitute when called upon 
during the Bayern game on 
September 27. 

Tevez has 14 days to de¬ 
cide whether to lodge an ap¬ 
peal to the club's board of 
directors. 

If Tevez appeals he could 
take his case to the Premier 
League, a process which 
could take the saga into De¬ 
cember. 

Tevez was one of the 
mainstays of City's campaign 
last season, captaining the 
club to success in the FA Cup 
and contributing to the suc¬ 
cessful campaign to reach the 
Champions League. 

However the striker's rela¬ 
tionship with Mancini re¬ 
mained strained after his 
unsuccessful bids to broker a 
move away from Eastlands. 

Although he remains 
available for selection it is 
highly likely he has played 
his last game for City, with 
the club expected to off-load 
him during the January trans¬ 
fer window. 


KOLKATA (AFP) - World 
champions India brushed 
aside England by 95 runs in 
the fifth and final one-day in¬ 
ternational in Kolkata on 
Tuesday to sweep the series 
5-0. 

Skipper Mahendra Singh 
Dhoni smashed an unbeaten 
75 off 69 balls to power India 
to 271-8 after the hosts were 
sent in to bat by England cap¬ 
tain Alastair Cook at the 
Eden Gardens. 

Left-arm spinner Ravindra 
Jadeja then grabbed 4-33 and 
off-spinner Ravichandran 
Ashwin claimed 3-28 as Eng¬ 
land were shot out for 176 in 
37 overs after a promising 
start in the day-night match. 

The whitewash made par¬ 
tial amends for the disastrous 
tour of England in July-Sep- 
tember, when India were 
routed 4-0 in the Test series 
to lose the world number one 
ranking and were blanked 3- 
0 in the one-dayers. 

India swept the series de¬ 
spite the absence of seven 


players, including star bats¬ 
man Sachin Tendulkar, who 
were part of the team that 
won the World Cup final 
against Sri Lanka in Mumbai 
in April. 

India have beaten England 
in 16 of their last 18 one-day 
internationals at home, losing 
one and tying the other dur¬ 
ing the World Cup earlier this 
year. 

India were reduced to 123- 
4 before Dhoni hit his way 
out of trouble, pounding four 
sixes and three boundaries, to 
help the hosts put up a chal¬ 
lenging total on a sluggish 
wicket. 

The late flourish led by the 
captain saw India plunder 84 
runs in the last eight overs, 
including 39 off the final 12 
balls. 

The rivals will return to 
the Eden Gardens on Satur¬ 
day for a one-off Twenty20 
international before England 
return home.

Brazil sports minister 
Silva under formal 
investigation 


BRASILIA (AFP) - The 
Brazilian Supreme Federal 
Court said Tuesday it was 
opening a formal investiga¬ 
tion into corruption allega¬ 
tions against Sports Minister 
Orlando Silva. 

Silva, responsible for or¬ 
ganizing the 2014 World 
Cup, is accused of being in¬ 
volved in kickback schemes 
through social programs 
funded by his ministry. He is 
the fifth member of President 
Dilma Rousseff s government 
to be accused of misappropri¬ 
ation of public funds. 

The newsmagazine Veja 
has cited a former police of¬ 
ficer who accused Silva of 
taking kickbacks and chan¬ 
neling government money to 
NGOs linked to his party. 

Silva called the police of¬ 
ficer, who had been in jail for 
a year, a ’’delinquent” and 
warned against what he 
called a modem inquisition in 
which people faced accusa¬ 
tions without proof. 

Under rising public pres¬ 
sure in recent months, four 
ministers for Rousseff — the 
first woman elected as 
Brazil’s president — have al¬ 
ready stepped down. 


Rousseff, who took office 
at the start of the year, was 
compelled to launch an anti¬ 
corruption drive in July, after 
several key members of her 
administration were accused 
of cormption, including her 
chief of staff, who was forced 
to resign in June. 

Despite the scandals, 
Rousseff still enjoys 71 per¬ 
cent popularity ratings and is 
perceived as a leader able to 
tackle cormption. 

Agriculture minister Wag¬ 
ner Rossi and transport min¬ 
ister Alfredo Nascimento also 
had to step down over graft 
allegations. 

Tourism minister Pedro 
Novais was forced to step 
down amid claims he embez¬ 
zled millions of dollars. Re¬ 
ports also alleged that he paid 
a personal assistant with pub¬ 
lic funds, and his wife used a 
legislative aide as her per¬ 
sonal chauffeur. 

The mounting scandals 
come as the country prepares 
for global scrutiny ahead of 
the World Cup and Summer 
Olympics, in what Brazilians 
had hoped would offer a 
showcase for its development 
as a global economic and po¬ 
litical force.
